Then ho fell forward unconscious. 

Dr. Irving Breakstone and the 
Antioch Rescue Squad were sum- 
moned and the inhalator was* ad- 
ministered with what seemed to be 
success. Then as the first aid squad 
placed Mr. Anderson on a stretcher 
to take him by ambulance to a hos- 
pital, he expired. Death was the 
result of a heart attack. 

At Millburn 34 Years 

Carl M. Anderson, 54, was born 
July 16, 1900 in Waukegan and 
moved to Millburn 34 years ago 
where he operated a dairy farm, 
"He was a member of the Millburn 
Congregational church and served 
on the board of trustees of that 
church 18 years. He was past mas- 
ter of the Millburn Masonic lodge 
No. 127, and treasurer of the Mill- 
bum Temple association which Is 
planning a new lodge temple. He 
was also a member of the Millburn 
cemetery board. 

Mr. Anderson was elected presi- 
dent of the Millburn Mutual Insur- 
ance Co. in 1052 and re-elected three 
times since. He and other officers 
chosen at the meeting Tuesday were 
planning the centennial celebration 
of the Insurance company for March 
12.

Senator Robert McClory who will 
speak tomorrow night In. a. public 
meeting sponsored by the American 
Legion Auxiliary at the Legion hall, 
predicted today that the state legis- 
lature w>ll plan redistricting by al- 
lowing the Itouso to fix the house 
districts and the senate the 'sena- 
torial districts. r 

The reapportionment amendment 
approved by the voters is perplex- 
ing the legislators, he said. 

The previous simple formula of 51 
districts from which one senator and 
three-representatives were, elected 
has been replaced by a formula so 
complicated it took months of ex- 
planation by constitutional experts 
In order for the voters to under- 
stand what they were voting -upon. 

The present (89th) Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly is given Initial re- 
sponsibility for establishing the 
boundaries of the 58 Senate Dis- 
tricts, and 59 House Districts which 
will replace the 51 districts under 
which the state has operated since 
1902. If the General Assembly 
fails to reach an agreement a bi- 
partisan commission appointed by 
the Governor will be given 120 days 
to perform the job. If they, too, 
fail, all candidates for the legisla- 
ture will have to run at large, 1. e. 
throughout the entire state. 

"It should be recalled," McClory 
said, "that the 'new House Districts 
are to be formed on the basis of 
population. In establishing the new 
Senate Districts, area is to be of 
prime consideration.' 

The present discussion will be lim- 
ited to the creating of the Senate 
Districts. 

The amendment requires that 
there be 18 Senate Districts, in 
Chicago (the some as at present), 
6 Senate Districts in Cook County, 
outside ~of Chicago (replacing the 
whopping 7th District), and 34 
"Downstate" Senate! Districts (two 
more than the present 32). Within 
this, formula of 18, 6 and 34,,. the 
districts are .supposed to be* estab- 
lished primarily on the basis 'of 
area. ..---.-■

It has been said that the most effective answer 
to communist propaganda, is an American mail-order 
catalogue. 

The catalogue, in this connection. Is a symbol— 
a symbol of what the American system of free enter- 
prise has done for the living standards of the people. 

According to the American Economic Foundation, 
a Russian worker, reading the catalogue, "would see 
that an American worker can buy a shirt with one 
hour's earnings (instead of the Russian's 22 hours), 
a suit or overcoat With .three days' earnings (instead 
of 47 days), and a pair of shoes with one day's earn- 
ings (instead of 12 .days)." 

If that Russiaa worker had an opportunity to 
walk into a typical American retail store he wouldn't 
be able to believe his eyes. The abundance would 
seem an illusion. And so would -the fact that the 
goods on display are offered at prices within the 
means of the masses of people, not just a few. 

The Foundation also observed that Marx' theory 
that moss production leads to unemployment and im- 
poverishment of the masses is upset by two facts: 
"The first fact ... is that mass production is im- 
possible without mass consumption, and that mass 
consumption is impossible without an increase in the 
material welfare of the masses. The second fact is 
that mass consumption brings economic freedom to 
the masses." 

Every American retail outlet is an example of 
those facts.

"New Set of Rules" 

According to a feature article in U. S. News & 
World Report of Dec. 17, "a whole new set of rules 
far the transportation industry" is now taking shape 
in the Administration. 

Generally speaking, it seems, these rules, if they 
become law, will involve more stress on competition 
between carriers, "and an end of trying to shield one 
group from competition of others." As an example, 
carriers would be given much more freedom in es- 
tablishing rates. ' Either railroads, trucks or airlines 
could reduce rates at will to meet competition. 

The pending new policy, as U. S. News des- 
cribes it, is of a sweeping nature and it is inevitable 
that there will be differences of opinion within and 
without the transportation industry as to what is 
wise and whai isn't. But, all in all, it certainly 
looks like an admirable effort to take a long-needed 
step in the right direction. Our existing policy was 
pretty largely set up in the days when the railroads 
had a virtual monopoly, and doesn't reflect the enor- 
mous changes mat -have taken place since then. 

In the U. S. News account, two particularly 
significant statements, appear. The . first is: "Rigid 
control, it is said, keeps railroads from making the 



most of their 'inherent advantage' — ability to . more 
Increased freight at little increase in cost, by adding 
cars, lengthening trains." The second Is: "A major 
argument for the new policy Is that railroads should 
be strengthened for war needs."

From Ranch to Tabic 

Pork used -to be. the consumer's favorite meat 
in this country. Rut two years ago "beef took over 
the leadership, and its sales now lead thoe of pork 
by a substantial margin. ■ 

We Americans have, happily, become conditioned 
to having any cut of beef available whenever we want 
it. All we have to do Is walk to the butcher 'shop 
and make our choice. Nothing is simpler. But the 
production and distribution machine which sees to 
It' that those cuts of beef arc waiting for us is '.far 
from simple. 

A feature story in a/ recent issue of Life shows 
the major steps involved in getting beef to the con- 
sumer. It observes, "To satisfy the demand for 
more and better-grade beef the meat industry has 
evolved a complicated but smooth (flowing production 
line." First comes the rancher, who sells his steers 
to an agency man. Then they are sold to the feeder, 
who keeps them on concentrated rations for five 
or six months, during which time they gain two 
pounds a day. Next the commission man enters the 
picture, buying the fattened steers and selling them 
to' the packers. Packers butcher and process the 
meat, and then it goes to the retailer, the final link 
in the chain between ranch and dining table. 

Life says, "Each handler is at the mercy of 
constantly changing prices caused by fluctuations in 
supply and demand all along the line." As in any 
competitive enterprise, there is plenty of risk for the 
participants. But the job is done— day in and day 
out, with peak efficiency and economy.

300 Communities 
Celebrated First , 
Brotherhood Day 

WASHINGTON - In the year 
1034, some 300 communities in the 
United States shook off the dol- 
drums .of the then current depres- 
sion long enough to observe some- 
thing called Brotherhood Day. The 
observance caused only a ripple 
of response. In the participating 
communities and It received vir- 
tually no national recognition. But 
to a group of men and women 
banded together In an organiza- 
tion known as the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, 
that day In April 1034 was exciting 
and Inspirational. And In Denver, 
Colorado, a Catholic priest, M<m- 
slgnor Hugh McMcnomln was see- 
ing the fulfillment of an Idea he 
had almost casually proposed to 
the National Conference, two years 
previously. • 

Those who worked to promote 
that first Brotherhood Day sow It 
become a full week's observance 
In 1040, and four years later, more 
than 2,000 communities, among 
which, for the first time every state 
was Included, celebrated Brother- 
hood Week. Today the annual ob- 
servance has taken on all the char- 
acter of an American Institution 
with more than 10,000 communi- 
ties participating. Since 1040, the 
Brotherhood Week dates have al- 
ways been the full week that In- 
cludes Washington's Birthday; this 
year, February 20-27, 

Although Brotherhood Week is 
now a definite part of the Amer- 
ican scene, It Is a paradox that 
comparatively little Is known about 
its sponsor, the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews. 

The National Conference of 
Christians and Jews with a pro- 
fessional staff of experts In the 
field of human relations Is a non- 
profit organization, well in the 
background performing its task of 
fighting prejudice am! bigotry 
through a vast network of com- 
munity organizations, religious 
groups, educational Institutions, 
labor-management groups, and all 
forms of mass-media of communi- 
cation. 




Long Shot Pays 
Bold Bandit Well 

NEW ORLEANS — A long shot 
paid off to the tunc of $14,500 for 
a bandit who robbed a branch 
bank and then fled Into the crowd 
at nearby Fair Grounds Race 
Track, where he apparently 
slipped away despite an Intense 
man hunt among 5,000 racing fans.

State Senator Reports

The 80th Illinois General Assem- 
bly promises to he a session packed 
full of politics. In thus describing 
the current session, the term "poli- 
tics" has little connection with the 
law-making processes of our legisla- 
ture, or the statesmanship qualities 
we like to associate with our state 
senators and representatives. 

The Republican, state administra- 
tion, in promoting a legislative pro- 
gram for the public good, is making 
the record upon which the Repub- 
llcnn governor and other officials 
will wage a political campaign in 
1958. 

The democratic legislators will 
deem itgood "politics" to block the 
administration orogram. 

Tho Senate Republican majority 
of 32 to 19 Is sufficient to push 
through the governor's "must" bills, 
but the House majority of one vote 
is both narrow and deceptive. The 
nominaUv Reoubllcan members of 
the so-called "West-Side Bloc" will 
desert their .Republican' colleagues 
whenever it serves their purpose so 
to do. They have been persona? 
non grata in the governor's office, 
and he will have very, little influ- 
ence in securing their votes. 
. Resolve Political Jealousies 

The political tensions - and jeal- 
ousies between the governor and 
most of the other Republican Ingis- 
lators will be resolved, out of sheer 
necessity. The governor is a cordial 
and friendly man and conciliatory 
where his own nnrtv is concenvd. 
But there will V? no compromising 
with the Democrats. They will have 
to accept the consequences of block- 
ing a Republican-sponsored legisla- 
tive program. 

No soonnr had the members been 
sworn in than a series of Democrat- 
sponsored measures were intro- 
duced. Four Democratic senators 
proposed .that , the Toll Highway 
commission . should be "investi- 
gated." A' similar Democrat-spon- 
sored "protest" of the Toll Highway 
law was filed in the House. Thus, 
local concern about the "route'* of 
the proposed toll road in Lake 
county, which has received .the at- 
tention of Governor Stratton and of 
the writer, is transformed Into poli- 
tical fodder. 

Chicago Politics In Picture 

Chicago "politics" is even deter- 
mining the dates for holding legis- 
lative sessions. For instance, there 
will be a two-week adjournment in 
February to accommodate the Chl- 
CBgo mayoral ity .primary. Again in 
April our law-makers will take <a 
protracted holiday In order to par-, 
tlcipate in the municipal elections. 

Predictions indicating that the 
09th General Assembly will be un- 
productive are probably well 
grounded. With politics playing a 
controlling part In the major' legis- 
lative proposals, the opportunities 
for constructive law-making and 
genuine statesmanship will be quite 
limited. ' . 



Library News 

If you have wondered how people 
lived during Christ's time on earth, 
A. C. Bouquet's "Everyday Life in 
New Testament Times" has the 
answers. He tells us of the food 
they ate, the houses they lived in, 
their clothing, schools and places of 
worship. Many of the habits of 
the Eastern Mediterranean world 
were similar to modern times, even 
to the widespread use of lipstick! 
ThevTeader will be surprised to dis- 
cover how much *a part of t the 
Roman Empiric Palestine was' and 
how greatly this relationship influ- 
enced everyday Jife. The^ frequent 
illustrations enhance the value of 
the book to scholar or general 
reader. 

The great naturalist, John Muir, 
first became fascinated with the 
wonders of nature in Wisconsin's 
Fox River Valley. In the seventy- 
six years of his life, he covered 
most of the American wilderness 
alone and. on foot, without a gun, 
without a sleeping bag, with only 
a sackful of stale bread and tea. 
The high points of John Mulr's life 
were the exploration of Yosemlte 
Valley and his "efforts to convince 
the administration of the great im- 
portance of. a national conserva- 
tion program. Edwin Way Tcale 
has culled his story from John Buir's 
journals and named the book "The 
Wilderness World of John Muir." 

The above books were presented 
to the Antioch Township Library in 
memory of Mrs. Nanna HaJm.

300 Communities 
Celebrated First , 
Brotherhood Day . 

WASHINGTON — In the year 
1034, some 300 communities In the 
United States shook off the dol- 
drums of the then current depres- 
sion long enough to observe aome- 
thlng called Brotherhood Day. The 
observance caused only n rtpplo 
of response. In the participating 
communities and It received vir- 
tually no national recognition. But 
to a group of men and women 
banded together In an organiza- 
tion known as the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, 
that day In April 1034 was exciting 
and Inspiration^. And In Denver, 
Colorado, a Catholic priest, Mon- 
signer Hugh McMonnmln was see- 
ing the fulfillment of an Idea he 
had almost casually proposed to 
the National Conference, two years 
previously. < 

Those who worked to promote 
that first Brotherhood Day saw it 
become a full week's observance 
In 1040, and four years later, more 
than 2,000 communities', among 
which, for the first time every state 
was Included, celebrated Brother- 
hood Week. Todoy the annual ob- 
servance has taken on all the char- 
acter of on American Institution 
with more than 10,000 communi- 
ties participating. Since 1040, the 
Brotherhood Week dates have al- 
ways been the full week that In- 
cludes Washington's Birthday; this 
year, February 20-27. 

Although Brotherhood Week is 
now a definite part of the Amer- 
ican scene, It is a paradox that 
comparatively little is known about 
Its sponsor, the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews. 

The National Conference of 
Christians and Jews with a pro- 
fessional staff of experts In the 
field of human relations Is a non- 
profit organization, well in the 
background performing Its task of 
fighting prejudice and bigotry 
.through a vast network of com- 
munity organizations, religious 
groups, educational Institutions, 
labor-management groups, and all 
forms of mass-media of communi- 
cation. 



Long Shot Pays 
Bold Bandit Well 

NEW ORLEANS — A long shot 
paid off to the tunc of $14,500 for 
a bandit who robbed a branch 
bank and then fled into the crowd 
at nearby Fair Grounds Race 
Track, where he apparently 
slipped away despite an Intense 
man hunt among 5,000 racing fans. 

Officers said the robber must 
have escaped from the track be- 
fore they could cordon It off. A 
search of the grounds and check of 
all persons leaving the track 
proved fruitless. 

The holdup man, described as 
about 30. robbed the Gcntilly 
branch of Hibcrnla National Bank.

State Senator Reports

The 60th Illinois General Assem- 
bly promises to be a session packed 
full of politics. In thus describing 
the current session, the term "poli- 
tics" has little connection with the 
law-making processes of our legisla- 
ture, or the statesmanship qualities 
we like to associate with our state 
senators and representatives. 

The Republican state administra- 
tion, in promoting a legislative pro- 
gram for the public good, is making 
the record upon which the Repub- 
lican governor and other officials 
will wage a political campaign in 
1956. 

The democratic legislators will 
deem it pood "polities'! to block the 
administration orogram. 

The Senate Republican majority 
of 32 to 19 is sufficient to oush 
through the governor's "must" bills, 
but the House majority of one vote 
is both narrow and deceptive. The 
nominaUv Renublican members of 
the so-called "West-Side Bloc" will 
desert their .Republican' colleagues 
whenever It serves their purpose so 
to do. They have been persona? 
non grata In the governor's office, 
and he wilt have very, little influx' 
ence in securing their votes. 
- Resolve Political Jealousies , 

The political tensions* and jeal- 
ousies between the governor and 
most of, the other Republican legis- 
lators will be resolved, out of shew 
necessity. The governor is a cordial 
and friendly T man and conciliatory 
where his own •v^rty is concerned. 
But there will V" no compromising 
with the Democrats. They will have 
to accept the consequences of block- 
ing a Republican-sponsored legisla- 
tive program. 

No soonnr had the members been 
sworn in than a series of Democrat- 
sponsored measures were intro- 
duced. Four; Democratic senators 
proposed that . the Toll Highway 
commission . should be "investi- 
gated." A similar Democrat-spon- 
sored "protest" of the Toll Highway 
law was filed in the House. Thus, 
local concern about the "route".' of 
the proposed toll road in Lake 
county, which has received the at- 
tention of Governor Stratton and of 
.the writer, is transformed into poli- 
tical fodder. 

Chicago Politics in Picture 

Chicago "politics", is even deter- 
mining the dates for, holding legis- 
lative sessions. For instance, there 
will be a two-week adjournment in 
February to accommodate the Chi- 
cago mayorality .primary. Again in 
April our law-makers will take a 
protracted holiday in order to par- 
ticipate in the municipal elections. 

Predictions Indicating that the 
G9th General Assembly will be un- 
productive are probably well 
grounded. With politics playing a 
controlling part in the major' legis- 
lative proposals, the opportunities 
for constructive law-making and 
genuine statesmanship will be quite 
limited.

The Income Tax filing period has 
begun. Every citizen , or resident 
of the United States, whether on 
adult or minor, who had $G00 or 
more gross income in 1934. must file. 
In case you are 65 years of age or 
over you arc required to file If you 
had gross income of $1200 or more. 
The dates of filing are from Janu- 
ary 1, through April 15, 1955. 

It is' wise to file early. At least 
begin the preparation of your return 
as soon as possible. The 1954 Inter- 
nal Revenue Code, our new tax law, 
has made many changes affecting 
the individual taxpayer, which re-

CHILDREN AS DEPENDENTS. 

This article deals with children <as 
dependents. 

This new tax law permits more 
liberal treatment of children as de- 
pendents. 

Parents .can now stop worrying 
about losing an exemption when 
.their children earn $600 or more in 
a year. Whatever the child earns, 
you the parent may still claim him 
as a dependent, if the child Is un- 
der 19 or in school, and you provide 
full or chief support. 

Child Under 18 

Under the old law a parent could 
not claim a $000 exemption for any 
child who earned $600 or more dur-

Under! the new law 
the child may earn a* much as he 
can and may be, claimed as a de- 
pendent If ho- Is under 10 years of 
age provided the parent contributes 
chief or full support. 

Child Over 10 Attending School 

If the child is over 10 he may 
earn over $600 and still be claimed 
as a dependent provided he Is a 
full time student in a school or col- 
lege for at least five - calendar 
months of the year. Of course, In 
this case also, the parent must pro- 
vide chief or full support 

A child under 19 or a student who 
earns over $600, even though he 
may be claimed, as a dependent, is 
required to file a tax return of his 
own, and claim his own exemption. 
Qualifications of School 

A child over 10 attending school 
qualifies as a dependent If the 



school or college he attends is: an 
educational Institution with a regu- 
lar faculty and a body, of students in 
attendance; If he is a full time stu- 
dent during each of five calendar 
months of the calendar year In 
which your taxable year begins; and 
you as the parent furnish chief or 
full support. 

A correspondence school,. employe 
training course, or on the-job-train- 
lng do not" qualify. However, on- 
the-farm -training qualifies if It Is 
supervised by' an instructor of en 
educational institution or a state or 
political subdivision of a stale.
